It is with extreme pleasure and 
satisfaction that the Class of 1961 
welcomes youto its comn encement 
exercises. For all of you, as well 
as for us, it is an evening to be 
met not only with complacency 
concerning past achievements, but 
also with trepidity concerning the 
future.

As the need for patriotism 
and public interest surges, this 
average citizen is encouraged by 
the vast number of modern-day 
conveniences to become more and 
more apathetic in his attitude 
toward his civic duty. 

It is our timorous fate to learn 
to adjust and again re-adjust our- 
selves to the ever-fluctuating 
movement of the times. It is our 
duty to resist the temptations which 
scientific advancements are bring- 
ing us to accept as commonplace 
and as our just compensation. We 
have been borninto atime pregnant 
with many social, moral, and 


political enigmas. We must and 
shall accept the responsibility of 
meeting these changes inthe world, 
in the nation, and in the people.

Each year, readers wait with 
expectancy for the announcement of 
the winners of two much coveted 
prizes - the Caldecott Medal and 
the Newbery Medal, both to be 
awarded for books written for 
children in the preceding year.

The Caldecott medal was pre- 
sented this year to Ruth Robbins 
for her story ‘‘Baboushka and the 
Three Kings’®. Since 1938 this 
award has been given annually to 
the artist of the most distinguished 
American picture book for 
children. The medal shows John 
Gilpin on horseback, from the 
illustration of the book by Randolph 
Caldecott, the famous English 
illustrator of books for children; 
Caldecott’s work was chosen for 
the medal because it was felt that 
his workbest represented ‘‘joyous- 
ness of picture books as well a: 
their beauty’’. 

Other artists to win this honor, 
and the titles of their books are 
Handforth’s ‘*Mei Li’’, Petere- 
sham’s ‘'The Rooster Crows”;
